A Notable Achievement. 
New York, Feb. IO.—The steam ship 
Philadelphia of 
the American line,' 
which arrived Sunday, broke the rec­ 
ord for having the longest com m unica­ 
tion with the land by means of tho 
Marconi wireless telegraph system 
On Saturday, Feb. I. the steam ship 
was at 12:15 p. rn., a few miles off 
the Lizard. 
Messages were then ex­ 
changed and 
the telegraphing was 
kept up until m idnight of the follow 
Ing day. 
The last message was sent 
when the Philadelphia was 150 miles 
distant from the land. 
This is the I 
longest distance 
In which wireless 
communication has ever been had be­ 
tween a steam ship and the land.

E vidences of M ysterious Tragedy Re* 
vealed at San Francisco. 
San Francisco, Feb. IO.—A m ysteri­ 
ous m urder resem bling in some of Its 
features the noted Durant case, is 
now puzzling the police departm ent of 
this city. 
The body of Nora Fuliet, 
a 16-year-old girl, 
who disappeared 
from her home Jan. ll, was found 
lying naked on a bed in an upstairs 
back room of an unfurnished house at 
2211 Sutton street Stlurday evening. 
The girl h a! been dead some tim e, 
as decomposition had begun. 
There 
was nothing in the house'to indicate 
the means used to take her life, but 
the posture of the body and its con­ 
dition, together with the disorder of 
the room, indicate that the girl was 
nu. lered. 
An autopsy disclosed that 
d iath was not due to natural causes. 
All the organs of the body are in a 
norma! condition. The general theory 
te that the girl was either strangled 
or poisoned. 
On both sides of the 
neck are discolorations which may 
have be*>n made by finger tips. 
The 
city chem ist is examining the stom ­ 
ach for evidences of poison. 
Nora Fuller left home Jan. l l and 
n et a man known E3 John Bennett, 
in response to an advertisem ent for a 
girl to take care of a baby. 
She met 
the man at a restaurant, and there­ 
after all knowledge of her was lost. 
On Jan. 8 the house In which the body 
of the girl was found was rented by 
a man giving the name of C. R. Haw­ 
kins. 
The general descriptions of 
Bennett and Hawkins tally, and it is 
thought th at the two nam es were 
aliases of the same man. 
Both Ben­ 
nett and Hawkins are each said to 
have been 35 or 40 years of age. about 
six feet in height and weighing about 
175 pounds. 
Each wore a brownish 
red mustache. 
Bennett wore clerical 
clothes and claimed to have studied 
for tho m inistry. 
The police are 
working on the theory that they were 
the same man. 
A possible motive for the m urder is 
found in the suggestion that the m ur­ 
derer either quarreled with the girl 
or feared that his relations with her 
were about to become public.

lepsy in that its attacks are character­ 
ized by suddenness and influenced by j 
strong emotions, like fear or grief, and 
not Infrequently occur at night, when j 
the sufferer may be plunged from deep i 
sleep into an attack. In both diseases 
excitement during the day is often fol­ 
lowed by attacks. 
Physicians believe, however, th a t a 
high strung organization alone is not 
sufficient to develop the disorder, but 
that some other source of irritation 
m ust be added—th a t is, some faulty 
state of tile system elsewhere, like dis­ 
ease of the digestive tract, harm ful 
factors circulating in the blood, obsta­ 
cles to free breathing in the nose and 
others.

A woman’s life is verv much like a 
river. 
It begins in the little rivulet of 
girlhood, but grows broader and deeper 
in womanhood, with many a rock, 
threatening wreck.

NOIS PROPHESIED BY AN INDIAN.

Since the w aters of the Mississippi 
river Washed aw ay the last vestige of 
Kaskaskia, the first capital of Illinois, 
nu old legend th a t contained the proph­ 
ecy of the total destruction of the once 
flourish ing little cl4y has been recalled. 
Kaskaskia was situated on a peninsula 
at the junction of the K askaskia and 
the Mississippi rivers, and In 1882 the 
Mississippi river cut Its way through 
the peninsula, leaving the rem nant of 
the town on an island. The w ater con­ 
tinued to wash aw ay the rich alluvial 
deposits on which K askaskia was built 
until, late in 1900, the last foot of the 
land where the town once stood disap­ 
peared. 
This singular ending of Ka*, 
kaskia’s once splendid am bitions has 
recalled to the superstitious the story 
that the town was cursed in the eight­ 
eenth century by an Indian who had 
been wronged by one of the leading 
citizens. 
Jean Renard came to this country 
from France in 1698, bringing with him 
his wife and his 10-year-old daughter 
Marie. The family settled In Ivaskas- 
kia, where Benard established a m er 
ehandising business. 
The Frenchm an 
coon became one of the most prosper­ 
ous and most influential men of the 
town. Marie, his daughter, grew to be 
a beautiful woman, much courted by

It is not alw ays realized, how­ 
ever, th a t all objects are continually 
radiating heat, so that, no m atter how 
much they may receive from the sun, 
they are constantly trying to get rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat dur­ 
ing the day, but as soon as night conies 
It hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object th a t is quickest a t this work 
will soon become covered In hoarfrost. 
Every one has observed how the mois­ 
ture from the air will settle ou the out­ 
side of a glass of cold w ater brought 
suddenly into a warm room.

Kid gloves will not mold lf you pock 
them aw ay carefully in a dry place.
